THE INCENDIARY VILLAIN. 


KANKAKEE, ILLS. , THE SCENE OF HIS 
LATEST OPERATIONS. 


A Score of Hoitnet Swept Awejr end One 
Child Itellev ed To Be Cremated—Other 
fires Started ba t Subdued—List of the 
Loeere Strangled His lla be—A Couple 
of Heav y Steals Accomplished. 


Ka nka kee, Ills., May 2.—An incendiary 
firs was discov er« ! in this city at 1 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon. Under a swift breeze it 
swept through a portion of the city filled with 
frame business houses and residences, quickly 
lev eling to the ground nineteen buildings, in­ 
cluding the German Lutheran and French 
Frost).,terian church« *. The louses will aggre­ 
gate $60,000; insurance, $22,000. 
Sev eral families* of poor people are rendered 
penniless by the fire. A child 8 y ears old L> 
missing, and is believed to have burned to 
death. 
An attempt to fiv e the city in another quar­ 
ter before the fire was under control was 
discov ered and failed. 
After the main fire

FRANCE AND GERMANY SPOILING FOR 
ANOTHER FIGHT,

L ondon, Hay 2.— Notwithstanding the re* 
lease of Schnaebelee by the German authori- 
ttes and hi* arriv al in triumph at Parity the 
breach between the two nations widens. 
In­ 
tricate diplomatic adjustments are bey ond the 
comprehension of the border citisens of both 
countries, and the 8chnaebeles case is hav ing 
the peculiar effect of giv ing both people the 
idea that their own side has triumphed. The 
French believ e that the commissary was re­ 
leased by the Germans because they feared to 
hold him a prisoner, while the latter insist 
that Bismarck accomplished his object when 
the arrest was made, in that he prov ed to the 
world the ex istence of a perfect sy stem of 
espionage along the frontier which was mor­ 
ally 
supported 
by 
the French author­ 
ities. 
In 
this 
v iew 
it 
will 
be 
readily show that German suspicion is not 
allay ed The continuance of wholesale ex ­ 
pulsions from Alsace-Lorraine,and the reports 
of encounters between Frenchmen and Ger­ 
mans whenev er they can get at each other, all 
go to show that the tension if 
possib le in­ 
creases, and that the Schnaebelee incident has 
done little else than rev eal in all its nakedness 
the bitter hatred which ex ists, and which is 
apparently augmented by every question 
which arises between the governments. 
A suggestiv e letter by Gen. Bou langer, 
French minister of war, was issu ed Hu nday 
as an appendix to 
a pamphlet entitled “The 
next Franco-German Battle.” It emliodies 
the principles of military training and tactics 
pu t into practice b y Bou langer since he b e­ 
came minister. The general declares tliat 
dashing and offensive tactics are b est adapted 
to the pecu liarities of French troops, who b e­ 
come demoralized b y waiting. He proposes that 
at the decisive moment solid masses which 
have b een held in reserve shall charge with 
hands 
playing 
and 
colors 
flying, 
their 
onset 
then 
accu mu lating 
irre­ 
sistib le force. 
The general 
admits that 
great losses aw incu rred u nder the rapidity 
and precision of the enemy’s fire, hu t he con­ 
tends that the greater the loss of life involved 
the less chance there wou ld b e of su ccess in 
isolated and detailed attacks. 
He explicitly 
declares his exjjectation of coming conflict b y 
stating what the French ou ght to do when the 
army finds itself on the tattle fields of 1870. 
The pu b lication will tend to renew the war 
fever, and the tone of Bou langer’s u tterances 
is su ch as to inspire confidence in the prowess 
of the army. 
P a u ls , May 3 .—Special dispatches declare 
that althou gh the Schnaeb elee incident has 
b een peaceab ly settled, popu lar feeling against 
Germany is rapidly rising. There is great 
excitement at Nancy, Tou rs and Spinal. 
I^arge Ixxlies of men were assemb led in the 
streets Su nday listening to harangu es inciting 
the popu lace against Germany and demand­ 
ing the lib eration of Alsace-Lorraine from the 
German yoke. 
P a ris , May 2.—La France has started a 
fu nd and solicits su b scriptions thereto for the 
pu rpose of presenting to M. Schnaeb oles a 
<liamond 'cross as a token of sympathy for the 
indignities he received at the hands of Ger­ 
many for the crime of b eing a Frenchman.

A GREAT PRINT SHOP. 


D escription of the New B u ild in g of T he 
B oston Glob e. 
Boston*, May 2.— Fifteen hu ndred newspa­ 
per men of Boston and vicinity were given a 
reception Su nday in the new* b u ilding b y the 
proprietors and editors of The Boston Glob e. 
Col. Taylor, The Glob e’s editor, received the 
congratu lations of prominent jou rnalists in 
all parts of the cou ntry. 
The b u ilding possesses conveniences said to 
b e entirely original in newspaper work. For 
instance, in the comjjb sing room each com­ 
positor’s desk is connected with the “copy- 
eu tter’s’’ room b y an electric enu neiator, and 
each desk b eing nu mb ered to correspond with 
the nu mb er of the type-setters “slu g” a 
man 
at 
any 
desk 
can 
b e 
noiseless­ 
ly 
su mmoned 
to 
the 
copy-cu tter 
to 
receive his copy. This does away with the noise 
continu ally cau sed b y shou ting the nu mb er of 
“ slu gs,” so common in composing-rooms. In 
the new* conqxising-room the only noise to b e 
heard was the clicking of the type as it was 
placed in the “stick.” Pneu matic tu b es ru n 
from every part of the b u ilding to every other 
part, while electric b ells and tu b es commu ni­ 
cate from each department to the other. Su r­ 
rou nding the composing room is a gallery 
which contains private lockers for each of the 
150 compositors, and in the center of it 
are rooms for the foreman and proof readers. 
This leaves the main composing-room free 
from ob stru ction, thu s facilitating the work 
of the department. 
The b u ilding is nine stores in height and 
fronts on b oth Washington and Devonshire 
streets, having a front of gixty feet and is 108 
feet deep. The stru ctu re contains 104 rooms. 
The Washington street front is of b rown 
Springfield and Keb b e sand stone, while the 
front on Devonshire street is of red b rick with 
Springfield stone trimmings.

We looked u p , and su re enou gh , th e woman 
in qu estion h ad risen, and was escorting th • 
wretch Mah omed from th e corner, wh ere, 
overcome by some acu te p rescience of h orror, 
h e h ad been seated, sh ivering, and calling on 
Allah . 
Ho ap i>eared u nwilling enou gh to 
come, if for no oth er reason, p erh ap s, becau se 
it was an u naccu stomed h onor, for h ith erto 
h is food h ad been given to h im ap art. 
Any­ 
way, I cou ld see th at lie was in a state of 
great terror, for h is tottering leg; wou ld 
scarcely su p p ort h is stou t, bu lky form, and I 
th ink it was rath er owing to th e resou rces of 
barbarism beh ind h im, in th e sLmixj of a h u ge 
Amah ngger with a p rop ortionately h u ge 
sp ear, th an to th e sedu ction of th e lady wh o 
led h im by th o h and, th at h e consented to 
come at all.

vp ry, bu t are all exceedingly beau tifu l and 
gracefu l, I* ing made of a very fine blael 
ware, not lu strou s, bu t sligh tly rou gh . On 
th is grou ndwork were inlaid figu res mu ch 
more gracefu l nu d lifelike th an any oth ers I 
h ave &<H*n on antiqu e vase« . Home of th ese 
inlaid p ictu res rep resented love scenes with a 
ch ildlike simp licity and freedom of manner 
wh ich wou ld not commend itself to th e taste 
of th e p resent day. Oth ers again were p ict- 
u : « of maidens « lancing, and oth ers again 
iu re h u nting scenes. 
For instance, th e very 
vase from wh ich we were now drinking h ad 
on one side a most sp irit« ! drawing of men, 
Rp jMitvntiy wh ite in color, attacking a bu ll 
elep h ant with sp ears, wh ile on th e reverse 
was a p ictu re, not qu ite so well done, of a 
h u nter sh ooting an arrow at a ru nning ante 
lop e, I sh ou ld say from th e look of it eith er 
an eland or a koodoo. 
Th is Ls a digression at a critical moment, 
bu t it is not too long for th e occasion, for th e 
occasion itself was very long. 
With th o ex­ 
cep tion of th e p crio« 1irnl p assing of th e vase, 
and th e movement necessary to th row fu el 
on to th e fire, noth ing h ap p ened for th e lx*st 
p art of n wh ole h ou r. 
Nobody si>oke a word. 
Th ere we all sat in i*» rfeot silence, staring at 
th e glare and glow of th o largo fire an« l at 
th e sh adows th rown by th e flickering oarth en- 
waro lamp s (wh ich , by th e way, wero not 
ancient).
